I.—Sensations wore 
frequent in tile Thaw 
m urder trial 
during the day and 
before the two 
sessions 
of court had ended 
three 
sworn jurors had been released from 
service in tile case, making five in all 
summarily 
excused from 
tile trial 
panel during the past three days. 
In 
tho case cif two of the released Jurors 
no explanation 
was m ad‘^ 
in court. 
The third was allowed 
to go upon a 
physician’s certificate 
that his life 
would be Imperilled by tile close con­ 
finement of Jury s i vice. 
Three satis­ 
factory talesmen wore 
found to re­ 
place the excused jurors so that when 
the rapidly shifting 
situation under­ 
went a survey at tile close of the day 
there were again eleven men in the 
Jury box. 
Rumors are current that the end of 
the jury changes is not yet in sight 
and 
t lint further 
chapters may 
be 
added to what has already become an 
unprecedented record in criminal pro­ 
ceedings In New 
York city. 
There 
were several conferences of attorneys 
In the afternoon 
at which District 
Attorney Jerome is said to have vigor­ 
ously argued the release of still an­ 
other juror now on the panel. 
Thaw’s 
counsel are said to have blocked this. 


Resumed In Open Court. 
Tile disagreement which 
first devel­ 
oped in Justice Fitzgerald’s chambers 
before the afternoon 
session began 
xvas resumed in open court twice there­ 
after and engendered a bitter feeling 
among the attorneys. 
Heretofore the 
relations of the district attorney and 
his 
assistant 
with T haw ’s 
counsel 
have been of the friendliest nature. 
The first 
of the day’s 
sensations 
came immediately after the opening 
of the morning session. 
The opening 
was delayed on account

It was taken for granted that the 
release of these two jurors had ended 
the day’s surprises,

luncheon recess rum ors of a further 
reduction in the personnel of the jury 
wore put in circulation and another 
consultation of counsel with Justice 
Fitzgerald was held.

Thaw*’s attorneys had been none too 
willing to allow W alker and Haas to 
be replaced and it was only after a 
long argument by the district attorney

he was flushed and

W hen no announcement was made 
as to further discharges from the jury 
panel It was taken for granted thai 
Mr.

Washington, Fob. 1.— A most serious 
and unexpected crisis lins arisen in 
the heretofore friendly relations ex­ 
isting between tile United States and 
Japan, 
'th e 
utmost 
exertions 
of 
trained diplomacy will lie necessary to 
avert hostilities, precipitated by Japan. 
One paramount concession to Japan 
is essential to restore tin* semblance 
of 
friendship. 
The educational 
au­ 
thorities of San 
Francisco must re­ 
store Japanese children to the same 
privileges of public school attendance 
they enjoyed before the fire and earth­ 
quake. 
It is seriously stated that Hie only 
preventive of war between tile Unit­ 
ed S t a t e s and Japan is the withdrawal 
of all action taken barring Japanese 
children from equal participation witli 
white children in the common facili­ 
ties afforded for an education. 
The president lins sent for the pres­ 
ident of the San Francisco board of 
education and tile 
superintendent of 
schools, plainly and unequivocally to 
inform them that their edict of non­ 
admission for Japanese children must 
be 
withdrawn. 
He 
will appeal 
to 
their patriotism. 
He will ask them as 
American 
citizens 
to 
abandon 
the 
policy of exclusion. 
He will advise 
them that this is the first step in the 
direction of solving the problem with­ 
out an open breach. 


Japan Desires W ar. 
President Roosevelt, in a conference 
lasting less than an hour and a half, 
convinced the entire California dele­ 
gation in congress that the existing 
situation 
Is entremely 
critical 
and 
that they must make some sacrifice of 
state pride for the general good. 
He 
did riot differentiate as between the 
Japanese government and 
tile Japa­ 
nese 
people, but made 
the 
broad, 
sweeping, comprehensive 
declaration 
that Japan desires war and is seeking 
a pretext for its prosecution. 
Every member 
of the 
California 
delegation was impressed by the presi­ 
dent’s utterances. 
All were satisfied 
that a more serious and critical situa­ 
tion is at hand than 
has been anti- 
pated. 
They promised to render all 
possible assistance in seeking to ob­ 
tain 
the removal of restrictions im­ 
posed on Japanese 
children by the 
educational 
authorities. 
They 
also 
pledged themselves to maintain a pa­ 
triotic s i le n c e , being told by the presi­ 
dent that publication of the real facts, 
lf forwarded to Tokio, might greatly 
hasten tho hostilities tho adm inistra­ 
tion is striving to prevent. 
The president and Secretary Root 
arc hopeful that if the 
action of tile 
San Francisco 
school officers 
is re­ 
scinded 
friendly relations 
may be 
completely 
restored through 
diplo­ 
matic channels and a treaty arranged 
whereby Japanese coolies may im ex­ 
cluded 
from 
entering 
the 
United 
States. That this can be accomplished 
is still problematic. 
President 
Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root have* 
learned that 
a friendly 
power has 
intimated to 
Japan that 
funds to finance 
tile war 
would be 
forthcoming 
should she engage 
in 
hostilities with the United States. 
The Japanese government is threat­ 
ened with overthrow if it does not win 
the diplomatic battle being wragod for 
tile restoration of Japanese children 
to the public schools of San Francis­ 
co. 
It is confronted with the choice 
of destruction by its own subjects or 
w'nr with 
the United 
States. 
The 
m atter of w*ar would become merely 
a question of self-preservation.

Under instructions from the federal 
authorities at Washington Paul 
E 
Fwart, of St. Paul,first assistant United 
States attorney for Minnesota, has be 
gun proceedings to condemn something 
more than 1,000 acres of private lands 
168 separate tracts, located in five coun 
ties of Northern M innesota,Crow Wing 
Beltrami, Itasca, Aitkin and C h-h. 
These lands are to be bought to se 
cure the overllowage rights for the en 
largement of the upper Mississippi res 
ervoirs, Winnibigoshish, 
Pine River 
Pokagema and Leech lake. In addition 
the government has recently 
closed 
deals for private sale to the United 
States of several thousand acres of land 
adjoining the reservoirs. The lands to 
be condemned is simply th at which the 
government has found it unable to p u r­ 
chase at what federal officials believe to 
be a fair price. 
The federal government will also con­ 
demn considerable state land located in 
ranges 27 and 28 of section 31, township 
137, Crow Wing county. This land is 
being secured on which to build dikes 
to hold back the waters of the enlarged 
Pine river reservoir.
